HOW TO BUILD AN EARTH 
DAM 


Experimental Farm 
Notes) 

A water reservoir affords feasible 
means of storing water that ordin- 
arily runs off the land on many prair- 
ie farms each year and since a dam is 
a main part of the reservoir once a 
suitable site has been found, your 
writer is devoting this week’s letter 
to the buildng of an earth dam 1recom- 
mended for ordinary farm use. 

The spillway is so important a part 
of the reservoir that it should be given 
first consideration, It usually is made 
by digging a ditch around and some 
ulstance away from one end of the 
dam. ‘The purpose of the spillway 
1s to carry away any water, especially 
in time of flood, that cannot be held 
in the reservoir ana it is therefore 
important to make’ the spillway ditch 
with plenty of width and the bettom 
of it should be at least three feet be- 
low the top of the dam. This is to 
provide ample freeboard and prevent 
the water from running over the top 
of the dam. Many earth dams have 
been washed out through lack of ade- 

| quate spillway facilities. 

| An earth dam should measure 8 
feet across the top when finished and 
its bottom width should be five times 
the height of the dam pius the top 
width of 8 feet. This provides for a 
38 to 1 slope on the water side ol 
the dam and 2 to 1 slope on the dry 
side The water side is made with 
more slope to give extra protection 
against wave action. 


An easy way to lay out the founda 
tion for the dam, described by F H. 
Peters in his bulletin on farm water 
supply, is worth quoting, Start by 
marking the centre line of the dam, 
across the gap to be filled in, with 
stakes say 10 feet apart. Set the 
iirst stake at one side where the top of 
the dam is going to come Then sight 
ueross with a level, a carpenter's level 
will do, and mark the height from the 
level line to the ground at each ten 
foot stake. The last stake fixing the 
other end of the dam willcome where 
your level line hits the other side 
hill oy slope, Then at each ten foot 
stake, fygure out from ‘the height 
marked what the bottom width will 
be and then mark out halt this width 
on each side of the centwe line and at 
right angles to it with, slope pegs, 
When you are finished, the area mark- 
ed out by the slope pegs will show 
the foundation for the dam and it 
will be shaped like a big willow leaf, 
broad in the middle where the dam 
is going to be highest, and coming to 
a point eight feet wide at each end,

An Archaic Sea Law 
Unfortunate Rule Governs Assistance 
Given To Ships In Distress 


A cable message recently reported 
that the British freighter Ainderby 
was struggling with heavy seas 700 
miles out in the North Atlantic, 
water having gotten into her holds, 
and the pumps were being worked 
furiously to get it out as fast, or 
faster, than it came in. It also add- 
ed that in response to SOS signals 
two ships were standing by. 

The question may be asked: Why 
were these ships merely standing by 
and not taking the disablsd vessel ‘n 
tow? Or, if they were standing by 
doing nothing, after having been 
Summoned there, why did they not 
}gO about their business if the crew 
of the Ainderby would not accept 
help? 

It is all due to an archaic sea law. 

If a broken down ship accepts a 
| tow to port it automatically becomes 
a “prize’’ and the owners of the tow- 
ing vessel claim salvage which is 
| Shared between themselves and the 
crew of their ship. In the case of a 
freighter fully loaded, the salvage 
money, plus the value of the ship, 
| amounts to an enormous sum. The 
result is that many skippers hang on 
to their craft to the last minute, hop- 
ing the damage will be repaired suf- 
| ficiently, or that the seas will subside, 
/and enable them to limp into harbor. 
In doing so they endanger the lives 
of their crew and cause much loss 
of time to vessels offering assistance. 

This is an ancient law that ought 
to be revised. Knowing the cam- 
eraderie of the sea, the readiness of 
one ship to go off its course to help 
stricken comrades, we believe that
